THE HURON DISASTER.

What a Nag's Head Fisherman Saw on
the Nicut or the Disaster—The
Dead Bobbed of All Jow-
els and Trinketls.

WasminaroN, Decembver 27.—Lieutenant
Walter Walton, assistant inspector of hife-
saving serviee on the North Carolina coast,
makes his report ia relation to the loss of the
Hurun, that one Evan O'Neill,
® Beberman at Nog's Head, discovered the
Huron coming on shore at balf-pust one
o'clock on the moming the disaster., She
dnfted and ded wlong the outer edge of
t2e bar, azd fioally struck broadside on. He
teird shouta and screams go up from  the
st anded vessel, nod saw rockets go up, fol-
iowed by burning signals from end to end,
so that evea light nggiog and mea could be
pluinly seen. A boat on thoe starboard side,
tull of men, disippewred whea the foremast
fell. The shouting and sereaming econtin-
ued, and in absut an bhour and a quarter
after he first disoverod the ship the signal-
ing ceased, and all was carkness. O'Nell
weant bome, ate bis breakiust, aod did not
return to the wreck uontil after sunrisc. He
knew where the keeper of the life-saving
station lived, vely two and one-haif miles
distant; bad a good bout, a free wind to go
and return wside of Rounoke island, and yet
he remained silent and indifferent for throe
hours, The report conclodes: **It is shook-
ing to record that out of mnety-one hodices
found, about twelve of whom were officers,
not a single trinket, such as would be deemed
a relwe by the relatives of the dead, was found
on the bodies. Watches and chains, money,
and even Bnger-rings, had been stripped off
by those who first found the bodies as they
wusbed up. Good evidence is found in the
case of Lieutenant Simons, whose third and
fourth fingers of the leit hand had been
serptebed and gouged Ly the body-robbers in
their huste to secnre s sl sobtens LUULY.

GENERAL DIAZ AND MEXICO.

Liberal Grants to Americans to Come and
be Robbed on Mexican Rallways.

No Probability that any Keal Reciprocity
Treaty will be Accepled by the
Mexican Government.

Crry or MExico, November 30,—As the
newspapers of this city bave bad considera-
ble to sayemcerning a combract recently
made betwecn the Mexican government and
W. J. Paimer, James Sullivan & Co., a few
of the prominent features of the agreement
maoy be interesting. The contruct will doabt-
less be approved by congress,  Mesars.
Palmeer, Sallivan & Co. are antho-ized to
construct a railway and telegraph l'ne from
the City of Mexico to the Pacific ovean and
to the Kio Girande; the respective roates and
termini of the two branches to be selected
after the surveys have been made. Sarveys
will be commenced immediately, but, before
commencing the work, the plans and profiles
must be approved by the department of pub-
lic works. Within four montns from the tim
security 1s formished one hundred und fifty
kilometers shall have been surveyed, and the
plans presented to the department of public
works, and all sarveys to be completad with-
in three years. Work shall commence as
scon as the plans for the first one hundred
and fifty kilometers shall have been approved,
and the first section shall be completed with-
in eighteen months from its commencement;
after which at least one hundred and twen-
ty kilometers shall be completed every
year, Work shall be commenced on
the Paciic coast as soon as that
terminus shall be selected, The line to the Rio
(irande cannot be commenced until that of
the Pacific shall have been concluded. Both
lines shall be vompleled within eight years
from the commencement of the work; it they
are concluded in seven years the goyermment
will vay the company a bonus of one hundred
thousana dollars; if in six years, two hundred
thousand dollars; 1fin five years, three handred
thousand dollars for each line; and if both
should be completed i four years, the bonds
shall be Yeur hundred thousand dollars for
each line.

foreign government without due permission
from Mexico, nor can it transport munitions
belonging to a hostile power nor contraband
of war.

If lines of
steamers between New York and New Or-
leans and Vera Cruz were subven-
tioned by the United States govern-
ment, and forced to charge the
same per mile as is charged by the
Eurcpean steamers which come to Vera Cruz,
an advan would be given our manufac-
turers which nothingon the part of Earo
merchente could overcome. If Mr. Giddings
had proposed to subventioa a line of st2am-
ers between Galveston and Vera Cruz, Tox-
and Tampico (the commercial capital of
i# own State) would, in case of the success
of his measure, soon control the fruit trade of
the southwest, to say pothing of the many
other advantages that would be enjoyed by
the island city.
